st*med his journey. 
Both robbers were tlressed in dark 
clothing and were about 5 feet 8 
inches 
in height.

clew to the identity of the robbers.

or Spain.

streets are narrow, the liouses old- 
fashioned,

ilingy, 
and the people seem to be enjoying 
that freedom that we read of the 
people of Mexico and Spain. 
One block from 
the hotel is the 
prettiest little jiark I have ever seen. 
Beautifrl stone v/alks run diagonally 
from 
each 
corner 
to the center, 
where 
there 
is 
a 
fountain 
that 
spurts 
high 
in 
air 
a 
hundred 
streams, 
it 
is 
stiulded with live 
oaks that extend 
their 
boughs in 
the embrace of 
each 
other 
until 
almost every glimmer of sunshine is 
shut out, and serves as the bowery 
retreat of many of the sunny south’s 
sweetest singers, the mocking bird, 
that make 
the very air tremulous 
with melody. 
I am reminded that 
this place was on the line of Sher­ 
man’s famous march to the sea. 
The Mobile river here flows into 
the bay, and the bay is slee])ing as 
gently in the sunshine to-day as a
